Case Conies to Supreme Cour 


After Trial in Mercer 


.County 


The supreme court has taken under 


consideration a case involving a claim 
for $250,000 on a contract for the ex- 
change of 'North Dakota land with 
cash for a tract of 20,000 acres ol 
land in Florida. 


The case was instituted by George 
H. Paul, formerly a real estate dealer 
of Bismarck, and, C. R. Evans against 
Ferdinand Leutz, of Hebron, former 
state senator and chief owner of the 
Ueoron 
Brick and 
Tile Company 


Leuta was victorious in the lower 
court 


Paul and Evans allege a contract 
was entered in to on August 17, 
whereby- they agreed to sell 20,000 
acres of a W.OOo acre tract of land 
near Telagia, Florida; '375 head of cat- 
tle, 50 head of horses and machinery 
to Mr. Leutz for $200,000, of which 
940,000 was to be paid in cash. They 
alleged that they and Leutz were to 
form a corporation with 4600,000 cap- 
ital to own the land. They claim, to 
have secured the deed to the land, paid 
out $200,000 and alleged that loss has 
been suffered on the price of cattle 
since the deal was made. Leutz, they 
assert, failed to carry out the con- 
tract. 


Senator Leutz was, as a part of the 


alleged deal, to turn over nine and 
one-quarter sections of land in Mer- 
cer county, cattle, bonds and shares of 
the Hebron brick plant. 


Answering the suit, Senator Leutz's 


attorneys said he had considered seek- 
ing a milder climate and that Paul 
had promoted real estate sales in sev- 
eral states. His brief states that his 
answer is "a general denial, coupled 
with affirmative defenses ^of fraud, 
want of consideration, denial of title 
in the plaintiffs with respect to" Flor- 
ida lands, inadequate description, Tack 
of mutuality and equity." 


The case was tried in district court 


before Judge Thomas Pugh, who found 
in favor of Senator Leutz.

Lakes with the Atlantic toy a deep 
channel have high ihopes that the 
Harding administration will soon take 
definite and favorable action. Charles 
T. Craig of Duluth, Minn., executive 
director of the Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence Tidewater Association, who waa 
recently'here in the interests of the 
project said: 


"The next step we look for is an 


agreement between the United States 
and Canada covering the development 
and use of the waterway. Thi| can 
ibe accomplished either by negotiations 
between the executives of the two 
countries or by legislative action of 
Congress and the Canadian Parlia-' 
ment" 


Opposition Organized. 


Mean-while opposition to the project 


is getting better organized. 


Opponents of the measure, largely 


from New York and New England, 
agree that the plan ia feasible from 
an engineering viewpoint, but declare 
that it isn't worth the price. 


They point out that the tentative 


cost of! engineering work — somewhere 
between $250,&00,<)<K> and $300,000,009 
— is only a beginning in the price to 
be paid for a 2&<foot channel from 
Chicago and Duluth to Montreal. This 
is because the maximum depth of 
Great Lakes channels is between 21 
and 22 feet. 


What Plans Call For. 


The project, as at present outlined, 


is to enlarge the Welland Canal with 
locks 800 feet long, 80 feet wide and 
25 feet deep. This would permit large 
vessels- to pass around Niagara Falls. 
Work on the Wetland Canal is now be- 
ing done iby the Canadian government. 
In addition, the proposal includes 
dredging and lock bunding from Lake 
Ontario to Montreal, where about 40 
miles of canal operation ls< required. 
This 40-mile stretch is now navigable 
only to boats drawing about 14 feet 
of water. From Montreal to the At- 
lantic there is plenty of water for 
large boats. 


With visions of having their 'prod- 


ucts carried 'from Great Lake ports 
to all parts of the world by boat, the 
following .IS states have committed 
themselves to supiport the project, by 
legislative Action or declaration of 
governors: Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, Utah and 
Oregon.

THE PRAIRIE HOME 


By Clell G, Gannon (Former Pupit 
Art Institute of Chicago) 
The casual visitor to eur treeless, 
rock-strewn 
plains must no doubt 


wonder why the natural stone should 
not form a mor2 economical and con- 
sistent building material for the ma- 
jority of ipeople who there, reside; it 
is apparent at least ,that it would 
be more picturesque and be more in 
harmony with, 
Una' environment of 


which, it is a part. And yet it is not 
so strange when one comes to consid- 
er that most of the people responsible 
for the form of architecture now in 
vogue wen born and reared in the 
traditions of another community. It 
is not strange that these immigrants 
and1 pioneers and their sons, should 
bring with them the customs, of their 
grandfathers and more so in view of 
tibia fact that the railroad followed the 
tracks of their prairie schooners and 
ox-carts, ready to bring to them the 
lumber that they needed. On the oth- 
er hand, had they be;n separated from 
the East with no other means ot trav- 
el than those they themselves first 
employed, the story of prairia archi- 
tecture would have been vastly dif- 
terent. Forced by necessity they would 
:iave adapt3d the means nearest at 
land and constructed their homes 
from the native materal which would 
aave been either rogk or earth. Earth, 
in the form of sod, was used by th.2 
settlers before the advent of the rail- 
road and by the northern Indiana (or 
gome of them) in preferance to rocks 
perhaps, because it could be assembled 
quicker, with less labor, and the 
chinking did not present as much of 
problem as that of stone-. However 
the sod wasi neither practical nor 
Jurable enough for* a refined perm- 
anent dwelling and so, had the rail- 
road staid away and the people re- 
mainisd and multiplied, the inevitable 
result would have been that the plains- 
man would have turned to stone for 
his building material. And becauss 
stone is the native and a picturesque 
material it is some day going to be 
adopted when the people themselves 
have grown truly adapted to their sur- 
roundings. 


Buildings and landscape gardens, 


the work of men's hands, should be in 
harmony with their surroundings if 
the paramount achievement of beauty 
is to be attained. To be in harmony 
they must resemble in material, struc- 
ture and contour the landscape in 
which they are placed. To be har- 
monious with that landscape 
that they fit in as a part of the whole; 
it means that they are restful and 
quiet, that they strike a true note and 
do not jar with their surroundings. 
Beauty, no matter how perfect, takes 
on the commonplace when out of its 


proper environment. A .?alm trea set 
on a Dakota hillside would be inter- 
eating from a scientific viewpoint but 
not as a work of art. A sagebrush, 
beautiful enough in its proper setting, 
would be a curiosity wore it placed 
among tlie tropical effulgence of the 
Garden of Allah. In order therefore, 
to be in harmony with its setting, a 
plant grown and cultivated for es- 
thetic purposes in any glvsn locality 
should correspond with those that the 
same locality originally produced.* In 
like manner a log cabin on the west- 
ern plains (exception being made to 
the wooded river bottoms) is almost 
as appropriate (though more durable) 
as an eskirap hut on the Sahara desert, 
and a finished structure of lumber, 
though somewhat of a compromise ia 
almost as out ot place. Log cabins 
are certainly appropriate and beauti- 
ful in the timbered regions of our 
country or of any other. The adobs, 
or modified adobe bouse of the South- 
west has an individuality and charm 
In its native background. The) grass 
thatched hut is,'picturesque enough 
in its tropical environment-—but twist 
them all around so that the log house 
comes on the desert, the mud-house 
in the forest and we have an ordsr of 
things ad out of place as a. Montana 
cowboy dressed in the clothes of a 
New York preacher. 
What we ne^ti is a renaissance in 


our plains architecture. Can you im- 
agine anything more appropriate or 
beautiful than a stone house, made 
of rough stone, full of windows to 
gather in the western sunshine, with 
low gabled roofs and sweeping out- 
lines, nestled among the native hills? 
It wopld seem as if >it had dropped 
out of- the sky, or had baen there 
since the creation so far as natural 
harmony would) be concerned. What 
we need is something after the fash- 
ion of the Swiss chalet, though it 
could be original enough when adapt- 
ed to the prairie country. The prairie 
structure must be low; the tall castle 
does vary well on the banks of the 
Rhine or the braes o1 the Clyde or 
wherever nature has placed moun- 
tains or highlands, but it would1 not do 
on the plains. As to the interior of 
thia stone house it cap be made as at- 
tractive as any other house of any 
other material, and here at least wood 
can be used as much as wanted with- 
out loss of the architectural principle. 
But mafca plenty of windows in the 
[prairie horned-make it nearly all win- 
dows. 
Why" do people continue to 
exist in dungeons, caves and dugouts 
when the western sRy is flood "d with 
golden sunshine which may be bad for 
the takin?? 
Suns>hine is conducive 


to health, humor and happ'ness— 
therefore let us "not shut it out of our 


homes, where we need it most. 
There are a few (unhappily very 


few) honrss in the West which por- 
tray this principle: and a stone house 
can, like a wooden house, be made a 
good or bad one. I have seen some 
part stona houses and some barns 
that are very pretty, and all good wes- 
terners ought to know that a rough 
Rone house is as attractive, if not 
more attractive, 
than the cut and 


trimmed variety because it carries 
with it the rugged elements that dis- 
tinguishes the pioneer and the rugged 
characteristics of a ruggsd land. And 
this also applies to fireplaces on or in 
the house of the wood variety. 


The use of stucco sounds a note a 


HUto nearer to the prairie home beau- 
tiful; and the Northern Pacific rail- 
road station/ at Bismarck, N. D., ia an 
admirable adaptation to a given envir- 
onment as well as an architectural 
triumph. -And wouldn't it be unique if 
the state capitol of North Dakota were 
built o£ North Dakota boulders—and 
if well done wouldn't it be another 
triumph in national architecture 


The objection may be reasonably 
raised that the expense and facilities 
for stone building are not on a level 
with those of the lumber type. This 
ia true but why should it be so? Only 
because of the batter organization in 
the lumber industry. We have lum- 
ber yards everywhere at our service 
and carpenters who know the most 
intricate phases of wood-working— 
but alas how few are the.stonasmiths. 
But a demand will create a supply, our 
carpenters and architects are eastern 
trained men working for people es- 
sentially eastern bred, and after all 
he carpenter and the architect must 
unply the public; with that which the 
>ublic di-imands. It is for the wealthier 
lass to lead the way, to build su- 
>remely beautiful houses even if at 
n advance 'n price; and to the lay- 
man, who with an eye for the -beauti- 
ul can plan and construct his own 
louse in his spare moments after his 
wn fashion—but alas such artisttcallv 
Bifted workers of the soil are few and 
ar between.

Stockholm, May 1.—A refuse of 


rest and physical rehabilitation where 
the human wrecks of German war 
prisoners from Russia and- Siberia may 
be treated and salvaged is being pur- 
chased 
by Miss Elsa Brandstrom, 


known throughout Central Europe and 
Russia as "the Angel ot Siberia." 


Miss Brandstrom is negotiating for 


a village in southern Germany which, 
she proposes to turn into a human 
reclamation* camp for the derelicts 
that once marched 
proudly under 
Hindenburg and other Teutonic mili- 
tary leaders against the Russians and 
were captured and sent to Siberian 
concentration camps. 
They remained in Siberia till long 


after the world war wag over and 
there are still thousands of them left, 
free to return home if they could. 
But they have neither the means nor 
the physical strength to do flo. 
Miss Brandstrom ts a young Swed- 
ish Red Cross nurse, the daughter of 
the late General Edward Brandatrom, 
for many years Swedish Minister to 
{Russia 
under the 
Czar's regime. 
Leaving her 
comfortable home In 
Stockholm and the aristocratic social 
set in which she had been brought up, 
she led a small Red Cross oxp3dlt'on 
Into Western Siberia and has succeed- 
ed in repatriating thousands of Ger- 
man and Austrian war prisoners. 


(But she found that when' the form- 
er soldiers reached their homes they 
were unable to assume their former 
places in society. They were wrecks 
that had to be attended to. 


So she has collected; a considerable 


fund and hopes to •purchase a village 
.and have it ready for occupancy this 
autumn. 


As to the war prisoners still wan- 
dering

Russia and Siberia, 


many of them will »0ver be found, and 
none of them will ever 'b"> able to get 
back without outside aid. Miss Brand-

Challenging the Johnson statement, 
^Representative Wingo, Democrat, Ar- 
kansas, member of the house banking 
committee, declared it was calculated 
to cause uneasiness in the country and 
that he did not believe Mr. Johnson 
ought to make it, unless he can back 
it up as the truh. Mr. Wingo expres* 
ed (belief tuat an investigation would 
show that Secretary Mellon in deny- 
ing "reckless charges" about the exist- 
ence of duplicate bonds "did not He 
to the 'people of the country." 


Defends McCarter. 


As a 'basis for his Charge, as to 


alleged circulation of spurious secur- 
ities, Mr. Johnson said that J. W. Mc- 
Carter, assistant registrar of the treas 
ury during the Wilson administration, 
"secured information in the course of 
his duties (which convinced him that 
there had ibeen enormous duplication 
of government (bonds which had been 
printed by the bureau of engraving 
and printing and had gone through the 
office of the registrar of the treasury." 


"I think Mr. McCarter took the rig&t 


attitude when he presented the mat- 
ter first to a distinguished (Democratic 
senator from my state and very prop- 
erly presented the matter to the as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury," 
Mr Johnson continued. "He was very 
quickly informed at that time by the 
former administration that nothing 
was wrong; that there should be no 
investigation and that he should keep 
his mouth shut or lose his position, 
and iMr. MOCarter, who had developed 
the fact that will later be shown by 
official documents, that they are proib.

MINDS ARE CHANGED NOW 


Toledo, O., April 28.—That the Fed- 
eral reserve system of the United 
States has done a great service to the 
world and was a deciding factor in 
winning the war for the allies was the 
statement made here to bankers rep- 
resenting the Toledo Clearing House 
association toy John Jacob Arnold of 
the Bank of Italy. 
'Mr, Arnold who represents his in- 


stitution in its foreign service in this 
country said in part: 
"Previous to the great war Euro- 
pean bankers looked upon the bank- 
ing system of the United States as a 
rather incomplete affair but since the 
establishment of the Federal Reserve 
system the completeness of your bank- 
ing systm is recognized by all the 
great bankers of the world. Especially 
are the Londan bankers appreciative 
of its make-up and results it has 
achieved since its beginning." 


Arnold said he believed the country 
was well on the way to permanent re- 
covery from the effects of the war. He 
said the great need was production in 
iflfe famished countries of Europe. The 
vanquished should be sold raw mater- 
ials and their manufactured articles 
bought in order for them .to pay their 
debts he declared continuing that there 
can be no permanent business pros- 
perity until foreign trade relations 
ate on a firm basis.

Tbis list 
does not include three compjlsory con- 
ventions, much, as the treaty of (Brest- 
Litovsk w!Uch were concluded under 
duress. 


The treaties are arranged In three 
groups, the first of which were con- 
cluded wih the so-called independent 
Soviet republics; the second with 
states (bordering on Russia, and the 
third with states of Western Europe, 
including Tfliglfttirt and France.

Berliners Complain That The 


Great Influx Deprives Berlin 
Of its "German Character" 


Berlin, April 28--Hordes of Rus- 


sian refugees are flocking here on 
every train. The' arrivals have set- 
tled themselves in a section of the 
city which they occupy almost to the 
exclusion of other nationalities, and 
have opened their own restaurants, 
clubs, saloons and theaters. Some ot 
the Russians are wealthy, but most of 
them are penniless 


This police nave found them a prob- 


lem as they insist upon their own 
customs, and 'have little commerce 
with the Germans. The greatest dif- 
ficulty is found in compelling the im- 
migrants to observe the one o'clock 
closing regulations. They Hollow the 
Russian custom of beginning dinner 
after midnight and continuing their 
eating and drinking until daylight. 


In several of these restaurants for- 
mer wealthy 'Russians are working as 
waiters, cooks-, or entertainers. A 
prince and bis wife, a baron, and an- 
other of their countrymen constitute 
the orchestra 
in one small eating 
place. They were bankrupted by tbe

port to the Swedish people before the 
consultative plebiscite on prohibition 
to, be held in Sweden next autumn 


Tlie proposal has been made by the 


Central Board ot the Swedish Stu- 
dents' Association for Absolute Prohi- 
bition. This organization is composed 
of students in the higher schools and 
in universities. 
They suggest that 


the commission shall ibe composed of 
an equal number of "wets" and "drys," 
the "wets" to <be appointed toy the 
newly organized {National League for 
Temperance. 


The students' organization points 


out the Immense importance of the 
American experiment to tbe develop- 
ment ot prohibition all over the world, 
stating that the Swedish ipeapie, be- 
fore casting their vote on this issue, 
should receive reliable information 
concerning the general effects of the 
dry law in the United States. 


The report to be submitted to the 


Swedish voters must be based on thor- 
ough study of the social, economic and 
cultural effects of prohibition. 
It is further pointed out that reports 


from the United States on the effect 
of the dry law are extremely contra- 
dictory and an investigation by a body 
composed of open-minded persona se- 
lected from both ranks should gain 
general confidence and foe of great 
value to tbe Swedish public in decid- 
ing the wet and dry issue at the polls.
